Washington, Aug. 14—Senator For- 


aker for Vice President is the latest 
bit of warm weather gossip here. The 
boom is originated by friends of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, who hope in this man- 
ner to capture the Ohio delegation to 
the next national 
convention for a 


Roosevelt-Foraker ticket and thus bar 
out Mr. Raima's growing strength as 
a candidate. 


It is pointed out that aside from be- 


ing one of the strongest men in the up- 
per House of Congress, the Adminis- 
tration, during the past year, has had 
no abler of more loyal champion on 
the Senate floor than the senior sena- 
tor from Ohio. Attention also is call- 
ed to the fact that soon after the suc- 
cession *of Mr. Roosevelt to the Presi- 
dency Senator Foraker went on. record 
as favoring Mr. Roosevelt's nomina- 
tion to head the party ticket in 1904. 
This was the first declaration from any 
man of national prominence in favor 
of the President to succeed himself. 


HOW THE GOSSIPS TALK.

GIANT SKELETON 


Found in Bed of Sand in Northwest

URGED BY FRIENDS 
TO OPPOSE 


THE PRESIDENT 


And to Fight Against .Forced 
Retire- 


ment—The General III With Ner- 


vous Collapse. 


Portsmouth, O., Aug. 14.—The re- 


marks of Judge James W. Bannor., 
the attorney of General Smith, leave 
no other inference than that he wilt 
bitterly contest the action of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who gratuitously in- 
creased the sentence imposed by the 
military court. 


In regard to the affair, Judge Ban- 


non gave out the following statement 
Tuesday night: 


"General Smith's army friends are 


urging him to take some legal action 
in the matter of this enforced retire- 
ment. 
General Smith will probably 


remain in Portsmouth for about a 
month. During that time he w'll be 
engaged in formulating his official re- 
port to be transmitted immediacely to 
the war department and will neces- 
sarily devote little time to his per- 
sonal interests. 


"Another thing, General Smith will 


take no action until he consults many 
of his friends among the officers of 
the regular army. He will be in at- 
tendance at the reunion to be held at 
Washington beginning September 15, 
and will there map out his plan of ac- 
tion with them.

"The action of President Roosevelt; 


is a matter which concerns hundreds 
of officers in the army more than it 
does General Smith himself. The gen- 
eral would, have been retired two years 
hence on account of having readied 
the age limit, but there are many 
officers in the regular army who have 
many years of active service yet bo- 
fore them. These are vitally interfac- 
ed in a contest which shall decide 
whether or not the president of tl.P 
United States may retire from the 
army any officer 
who 
may , have 


hanced to displease him. On this ac- 
count the general will liav the moral 
and active support of many regular 
army officers.

LOUIS TO BALTIMORE 


Stealrng Rides on Freight Trains Over 


One Thousand Miles—Their Ex- 


periences Related. 


The Baltimore News contains the fol- 


lowing regarding the three boys, John- 
ny Kemper, Edward Harrington and 
Johnny StiP^by 
who w*>rp arr<"=tp'1 


here some time ago on the charge cf 
train jumping: 


"Sleepy, disappointed and fatigued, 


after stealing rides on freight trains 
over 1000 miles, eatm? whenever they 
eluded the vigilance of the brakemen 
and could beg food, three ov. Louis 
boys, who gave their names as Johnny 
Kemper, Edoie Harrington and Johnny 
Sheehy were arrested on a Baltimore 
& Ohio fi eight car early this morning 
by Special Officer Charles A. Steiner 
and locked up at the Southwestern po- 
lice station. 


The boys left East St. Louis, 111 , 


on July 25, with only $5. They have 
since been stealing rides on various 
trains, sleeping wherever they could 
snatch a nap and eating whenever and 
wherever fortune favored them. Af- 
ter listening to their vaiied and pic- 
turesque accounts of how they manag- 
ed to get to Baltimore, Justice Ross 
dismissed the youthful trio and advis- 
ed them to get back to their homes as 
best they could. None of them ap- 
peared to be over 15 years old, al- 
though they assured the Justice that 
they were 17 years old before they left 
Missouri. 


"It is mightly hard to bum your 


way from St. Louis to Baltimore," 
said Eddie Harrington to a reporter. 
"We got along all right until we each- 
ed Newark, Ohio. 
We got arrested 


and locked up there, and it looked as 
if we never would see the green grass 
again. After keeping us in a cell for 
nearly 10 days the Squire—oh he vas 
an ugly looking hayseed—gave us 10 
minutes to leave town. 


"We were hungry, but all the same, 


we ran for our dear lives until we got 
to the nearest station. Here we man- 
aged to get a little something to eat 
and about a pint of ice water. We hid 
around the depot until late at night, 
when we stole aboard a freight trian. 


"I could not tell how many railroad 


lines we traveled by, but do know 
that we got something to eat in Terre 
Haute, Ind., Odin, 111 , and in Mat 
toon, 111. We got as far as Chicago on 
a Chicago, Cincinnati and Cleveland 
freight train and we got plenty of grub 
in Chicago. 


"The meanest people we ever struck 


though, were in 
Pennsylvania. 
So 


sure as I'm alive they ain't fit to live. 
Just think of it—they stole one of our 
shirts while we were bathing in a sort 
of canal and they would not give us a. 
bite to eat, no matter how hard up we 
were! When we came to Philadelphia 
the people there were just as bad. 
They would not give us anything to 
eat, so one boy we met told us that 
the people of Baltimore were very nice 
'and*that there was lots of work here 
and that we would be sure of getting 
a job. This is why we came to Balti- 
more. 
And doesn't it look tough to 


have 
us pinched before we got a 


chance to get a bath or look for 
work?" 


After being released the three boys 


started out to look for Bostock They 
said they had an ambition to become 
lion trainers and that they would sat- 
isfy anyone conversant with the man- 
agement of wild animals that they 
would make valuable assistants in con- 
nection with a menagerie.
